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Law  of  fix*  United  States. 


(BY  AUTHORITY.) 

AN'  ACT 

To  prohibit  intercourse  with  the  enemy,  and 
for  oilier  purposes. 

Jte  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  anti  Reuse  of  Tie - 
presentntiveo  of  the  United  States  of  America  in 
Congress  assembled , That  it  shall  be  lawful  lor 
any  collector,  naval  ifficer,  surveyor,  or  inspec- 
tor of  the  customs,  as  well  in  an  adjoining 
district,  as  that  to  which  he  belongs,  to  enter 
on  board,  search,  and  examine  auy  ship,  vessel, 
hoat  or  raft,  and  if  he  shall  find  on  hoard  the 
same,  anv  goods,  waves  or  merchandise,  winch 
lie  shall  have  probable  cause  to  believe  are  sub 
ject  to  duty,  the  payment  of  winch  is  intended 
to  be  evaded,  or  have  been  imported  into  the 
U.  States  in  any  manner  contrary  to  law,  it  shall 
he  Ins  duty  to  seize  and  secure  the  same  lor 
trial. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  if  further  enacted,  That  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  any  collector,  naval  officer, 
surveyor,  or  inspector  of  the  cust  ms,  as  Well 
in  any  adjoining  district,  as  that  to  which  he 
belongs,  to  stop,  search  and  examine  auy  car- 
riage or  vehicle  of  am  kind  whatsoever,  and  to 
stop  any  person  travelling  on  foot,  or  beast  of 
burden,  on  which  he  shall  suspect  there  are 
any  goods,  wares  or  merchandise,  which  are 
subject  to  duty,  or  which  shall  have  bem  in- 
troduced into  the  U -States  in  any  manner 
contrary  to  law  ; and  if  such  officer  shall  find 
any  goods,  wa  rs  or  merchandise,  on  any  such 
can  iage,  vehicle,  person  travelling  on  t ot,  r 
beast  of  burden,  which  he  shall  have  probable 
cause  to  believe  are  subject  to  duty,  r have 
been  unlawfully  introduced  into  the  U.  States, 
he  shall  se  ze  and  secure  tile  same  for  trial. 
And,  if  any  of  the  said  officers  ot  the  customs 
shall  suspect  that  any  goods,  wares  or  merchan- 
dise, winch  are  Subject  loduty,  or  which  shall 
have  been  introduced  into  the  U States  con- 
trary to  law,  or  concealed  m anv  p.irt.culai 
dwelling  houses,  store  or  other  bunding,  lie 
*hall,  upon  projier  application,  upon  .atli,  l 
any  judge  or  justice  of  the  peace,  be  entitled 
fo  a warrant,  directed  to  such  officer,  who  is 
fn>reb-  authorised  to  serve  the  same,  to  ente. 
such  house,  store,  or  other  building-,  in  the  day 
time  only,  and  there  to  search  and  examine 
whether  there  are  any  such  goods,  wares  or 
mctchandise,  winch  are  subject  to  duty,  or 
have  been  unlawfully  imported  ; and  if  on  such 
search  or  examination,  any  such  goods,  waies 
or  merchandise  shall  be  found,  which  there 
shall  be  probable  cause,  for  the  -fficer  making 
such  search  or  examination,  to  believe  are 
subject  to  duty,  nr  have  been  unlawfully  in- 
troduced into  the  U.  States,  he  shall  seize 
and  secure  the  same  for  trial 

Sec.  3 And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  if  any 
citizen  or  cit  izens  of  the  U.  Slates,  or  any  per 
son  or  pers  ns  inhabiting  the  same,  shall  trans- 
port, or  attempt  to  transport,  over  land,  or  by 
water,  in  wliatS'-ever  way,  or  by  whatsoever 
means,  naval  or  military  stores,  arms  or  muni 
tions  of  war,  cattle,  live  slock,  any  ai  ticlVy  o' 
provisions  cotton,  tobacco,  goods,  money,  or 
supplies  of  any  kind,  from  any  place  in  the  U. 
States,  to  any  of  the  provinces  or  territory  be- 
longing to  the  enemy,  or  of  which  they  may  be 
in  possession,  such  naval  or  military  stores, 
arms,  or  the  munitions  o yvar,  cattle,  live 
stock,  articles  of  provisions,  cotton,  tobacco, 
goods,  money,  or  other  supplies,  together, 
with  the  carriage  or  wagon,  cart,  sleigh,  vessel, 
hoat,  ralt,  or  vehicle,  of  yvliatsoever  kind,  or 
horse  or  other  beast,  by  which  they,  or  any  of 
them,  are  transported,  or  attempted  to  be 
transported,  shall  be  forfeited  to  the  use  of  the 
U.  States,  and  the  person  or  persons  so  offend- 
ing or  aiding  or  privy  to  the  same,  shall  for- 
feit and  pay,  to  the  use  of  the  U.  States,  a 
Sum  equal  in  value  to  the  said  enumerated  ar- 
ticles, or  other  supplies,  forfeited  as  aforesaid, 
as  well  as  of  the  carriage,  wagon,  cart,  sleigh. 
Vessel,  boat,  raft  or  other  vehicle,  or  beast  used 
to  transport  the  same  ; and  the  said  citizens 
and  persons  so  . Sending,  their  aiders  and 
abetters,  and  also  the  owner  or  owners,  of  any 
of  the  said  enumerated  articles,  or  other  sup- 
plies, knowing  of  such  illegal  act,  and  the 
owner  or  owners  of  the  carriage,  wagon,  cart, 
sleigh,  vessel,  boat,  raft,  or  other  vehicle,  or 
beast  used  with  his,  her  or  their  knowledge  or 
consent  to  transport  the  same,  shall,  moreover, 
be  considered  as  guilty  of  a misdemeanor,  & be 
liable  to  be  fined,  in  any  sum  not  exceeding 
one  thousand  dollars,  and  imprisoned  for  a 
term  not  exceeding  three  years : Provided, 
That  nothing  herein  shall  be  construed  t pro- 
hibit any  transportation,  for  the  use  or  ac- 
count of  the  U.  States,  or  any  of  them,  or  the 
supply  of  their  troops  or  armies,  whatsoever 
they  may  be. 

Sec.  4 And  be  it  farther  enacted , That  every 
collector,  naval  officer,  surveyor,  and  inspector 
of  the  customs,  shall,  on  probable  cause,  have 
full  power  and  authority  to  se.ze,  stop,  search 
for,  detain,  and  keep  in  custody,  until  it  shall 
have  been  ascertained  whether  the  same  shall 
have  been  forfeited  or  not,  all  naval  or  military 
stores,  arms,  or  the  munitions  of  war,  cattle, 
livestock,  articles  of  provisions,  cotton,  to- 
bacco, goods,  money,  or  other  supplies,  trans- 
ported, or  attempted  to  be  transported,  con- 
trary to  the  provisions  of  the  next  preceding 
section  of  this  act,  as  well  as  the  carriage, 
wagon, cart,  sleigh,  vessel,  boat,  raft,  or  other 
vehicle  or  vehicles,  beast  or  beasts,  used  to 
transport  the  same.  And  if  the  officers  autho- 
rised as  aforesaid,  or  any  of  them,  shall  have 
probable  cause  to  suspect  a concealment  in  any 
particular  dwelling  house,  store  or  building, 
of  any  naval  or  military  stores,  arms,  nr  muni- 
tions of  war,  cattle,  live  stock,  articles  ( pro- 
visions, cotton,  tobacco,  goods,  money,  or  o.he 
supplies,  with  intent  to  be  conveyed  or  trans- 


ported, r ntrarv  to  tlie  provisions  of  the  next 
pn  ceding  secti  n of  this  act,  they,  or  either 
ot  them,  shall,  upon  pr.  per  application,  sup- 
porter! bv  oath  or  affirmation,  to  any  judge  or 
justice  of  the  peace,  be  entitled  to  a warrant, 
directed  to  such  officer,  who  is  hereby  autho- 
rised to  serve  the  same,  to  enter  such  dwelling- 
house,  store,  or  other  building,  in  day  time  only, 
and  there  to  search  for  such  said  enumerated 
articles  or  other  supplies  as  aforesaid  ; and  in 
case  any  be  li>uiid,  to  seize,  detain,  and  keep 
in  custody  until  it  shall  have  been  ascertained 
Whether  the  same  have  been  forfeited  or  not ; 
and  if  such  unlawful  intent  exist,  as  aforesaid, 
any  judge  or  jus- ice,  acting  upon  probable 
cause  as  aforesaid,  is  hereby  authorised  and 
required,  on  the  owner  or  ■ wuers  of  such  enu- 
meiated  articles,  or  other  supplies,  being 
brought  on  due  process  before  him,  to  hold  him 
or  them  to  security,  in  a sufficient  sum,  with 
sufficient  bail  for  his  or  their  good  behavior, 
as  i person  or  persons  suspected,  upon  probab'e 
cause  as  aforesaid,  of  carrying  on  trade  oren- 
tercourse  with  the  enemy  ; the  said  authority 
to  b nd  to  good  behaviour,  to  extend  also  to 
the  per -01  s having  the  custody  or  charge  of 
such  pr -hibited  articles  or  other  supplies, 
With  knowledge  of  the  criminal  intention  to 
transport  them  as  aforesaid  : Provuled  always. 
That  the  n.-eessity  of  a search  warrant  arising 
ti  nier  tli is  act,  shall,  in  no  case,  beconsidcred 
asapphcible  ti  any  carriage,  wagon,  cart, 
sleigh,  vessoi,  lioat.or  other  vehicle,  of  whatever 
form  or  construction,  employ  ed  as  a medium 
of  transportation,  or  to  packages,  on  any 
animal  -r  animals,  or  carried  by  man  on  foot. 
And  piovided  also,  that  all  the  said  enume- 
rated articles,  or  other  supplies  which  shall  be 
seized  by  virtue  of  this  act,  shall  be  put  into 
and  remain  in  the  custody  of  the  collector,  or 
such  other  person  as  he  shall  appoint  for  that 
pm  pose,  until  it  shall  have  been  ascertained 
whether  the  same  haw  b:-eu  forfeited  or  not 

See  5.  Anti  be  it  further  enacted.  That  every 
collect  r of  the  customs  shall  have  authority, 
with  ’ lie  anprobaton  of  the  principal  office  ot 
the  treasury  department,  to  employ  within  his 
district  such  number  of  proper  persons,  as  in- 
spectors of  the  customs,  as  he  shall  judge 
necessary,  who  are  hereby  declared  to  be  of 
ficers  of  the  customs  ; and  the  said  inspectors, 
before  they  enter  on  the  duties  of  their  offices, 
shall  take  and  subscribe  before  the  collecto.-s 
appointing  them,  or  before  some  magistrate 
witilin  their  respective  districts,  authorised  by- 
law to  administer  oaths,  the  following  oath  or 

affirmation,  to  wit . “ I. ——.having  been  ap- 

p -iiited  an  inspector  of  the  cost -ins,  within 
and  for  the  dis-iictof  , d , solemnly, 

sincerely,  and  truly  swear  or  affirm,  (as  the 
case  may  be)  that  I will  diligently  and  faith- 
fully execute  the  duties  of  the  said  office  of 
inspector,  :■:.<!  -vdl  use  my  best  endeavors  to 
prevent  and  detect  frauds  and  violations 
against  the  laws  of  the  U.  States.  I further 
-wear,  or  affirm,  that  I will  support  the  con 
stituti  .n  of  the  1’  State.-..” 

'ec.fi.  And  b"  If  further  enacted.  That  any 
cnlteC'Or,  naval  officer,  surveyor,  or  inspector, 
when  proceeding  to  make  mv  s -arch  or  seizure 
authorized  by  this  act,  shall  be.  and  islicriby 
empowered  to  command  any  person  who  shall 
b.  w ithin  ten  miles  of  the  place  where  such 
seaichor  seizure  shall  be  made,  to  aid  and 
assist  such  officer  in  the  discharge  and  prr- 
I rmance  of  his  duty  therein,  and  if  any  person, 
being  so  commanded,  shall  neglector  refuse 
to  aid  and  assist  such  officer  in  making  such 
search  or  seizure,  the  person  so  neglecting  or 
refusing  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a sum  not  ex 
ending  two  hundred  dollars,  and  not  less  than 
fifty  dollars.  Anil  such  officer  may  also  de- 
mand, in  cases  nf  resistance,  the  assistance  of 
the  marshal  of  the  district,  or  any  of  his  de 
puties,  who  shall  call  upon  the  posse  of  the 
district,  it  necessary,  in  his  or  their  judgment, 
to  render  effectual  the  execution  of  this  act, 
and  all  citizens  or  inhabitants  ol  the  district 
ah  ve  the  age  of  eighteen  tears  and  able  to 
travel,  who  refuse  or  neglect,  on  proper  notice 
fr.-m  the  marshal  or  any  of  his  deput  es,  to 
join  such  posse,  shall  be  considered  guilty  nf  a 
misdemeanor,  and  be  liable  to  be  fined  in  any 
sum  not  exceeding  three  hundred  dollars,  and 
he  imprisoned  for  any  term  not  exceeding 
three  months. 

Sec.  7 And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  the  for- 
feitures and  penalties  mentioned  in  this  act, 
shall  he  sued  for,  prosecuted,  and  recovered, 
or  inflicted  by  action  of  debt  or  bv  information 
of  indictment,  in  any  court  competent  t take 
cognizance  thereof,  and  try  the  same  ; and  that 
all  forfeitures  and  penalties  so  recovered  by 
virtue  of  this  act,  shall,  after  deducting  all 
preper  costs  and  charges,  be  disposed  of  as 
follows: — one  moiety  shall  be  for  the  use  of 
the  U.  States,  and  be  paid  into  the  treasury 
thereof,  by  the  collector  recovering  the  same  ; 
the  other  moiety  shall  be  divided  between  and 
j paid  in  equal  proportions  to  the  collector  and 
naval  officer  of  the  district,  and  surveyor  of  the 
port,  wherein  the  same  shall  have  been  incur- 
I red,  or  to  such  ot  the  saidi^ffieers  as  there  may 
lie  in  the  said  district  ; and  in  districts  where 
only  one  of  the  aforesaidoffic.es  shall  have  been 
established,  the  said  moiety  shall  be  given  to 
such  officer:  Provided,  That  where  the  seizure 
shall  have  been  made  by  any  inspector  or  in- 
spectors, out  of  the  presence  of  the  collector, 
naval  officer,  or  surveyor,  such  inspector  or 
inspectors  shall  he  entitled,  in  addition  to  such 
other  compensation  as  may  be  allowed  them, 
to  twenty-five  per  cent  on  the  moiety  herein 
given  to  the  collector,  naval  officer,  and  sur- 
veyor, as  aforesaid,  or  to  either  of  them.  An d 
provided  also.  That  in  all  cases  where  such 
penalties  and  forfeitures  shall  be  recovered,  in 
pursuance  of  information  given  to  such  col- 
lector, naval  officer,  or  survey  or,  by  any  private 
informer,  the  one  half  of  such  moiety  shall  be 
given  to  such  informer,  and  the  remainder 
thereof  shall  he  disposed  of  between  the  col- 
lector, naval  officer,  and  surveyor,  in  manner 
aforesaid,  and  the  same  allowance  of  twenty- 
five  per  cent  to  inspectors,  when  the  seizure  is 
made  by  them  as  aforesaid  : And  provided  like- 
wise, That  whenever  the  value  of  the  property 
seized,  condemned,  and  9eld,  under  this  act, 
shall  be  less  than  two  hundredand  fifty  dollars, 
that  part  of  the  forfeiture  which  accrues  to  the 
(J  States,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  neces- 
sary, shall  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the 
costs  of  prosecution.  Audit  is  further  provided, 
That  if  any  officer  or  other  person  entitled  to 
a part  or  share  of  any  of  the  penalties  or  for- 
feitures  incurred  In  virtue  of  the  act,  shall  be 
necessary  as  a witness,  on  the  trial  for  such 
penalty  or  forfeiture,  such  officer  or  other  per- 
son may  be  a witness  upon  the  said  trial,  but 
in  such  case,  lie  shall  not  receive,  or  be  enti- 
tled to,  any  par.  or  share  of  the  said  penally 
or  forfeiture,  and  the  ’-.art  or  share  to  which 


| he  otherwise  would  have  been  entitled,  shall 
j revert  to  the  U States 

Sec.  8 And  be  \t  further  enacted,  That  if  any 
: suit  or  prosecution  be  commenced  in  any  slate 
court,  against  any  collector,  naval  officer,  sur- 
veyor, inspector,  or  any  other  p rson,  civil  or 
military,  or  any  other  person  aiding  or  assist- 
ing, agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or 
under  t lie  colours  thereof,  for  any  thing  done, 
or  omitted  to  be  done,  as  an  officer  of  the  cus- 
toms, or  for  any  thing  done  bv  virtue  of  this 
act  or  under  colour  thereof,  and  the  defendant 
I shall,  at  the  time  of  entering  his  appearance 
in  such  court, file  a petition  fir  the  removal  of 
the  cause  for  trial  at  the  next  circuit  court  of 
the  United  States  to  beholden  in  ’he  district 
where  the  suit  is  pending,  and  offer  good  and 
sufficient  surety  for  his  entering  in  such  court, 
on  the  first  day  of  its  session,  copies  of  said 
process  against  him,  and  also  fir  his  there  ap- 
pearing at  the  court  and  entering  special  bail 
in  the  cause,  if  special  hall  was  originally  re- 
quired therein,  it  shall  then  be  the  duty  of  tlie 
sta’e  court  to  accept  the  suretv,  and  proceed 
no  further  in  the  cause,  and  the  hail  that  shall  ] 
have  been  originally  taken,  shall  be  discharg  - 
ed ; and  such  copies  being  enteredas  af  lesaid 
in  such  court  ot  the  United  States,  the  cause 
shall  there  proceed  in  the  same  manner  as  if 
it  had  been  hr  ug!  t there  by  original  process, 
whatever  may  be  ffie  amount  of  the  sum  in 
dispute  or  damage  claimed  or  whatever  the 
cit  zenship  of  tlie  parties,  any  former  law  to 
the  contrary  notwithstanding  : and  any  attach- 
ment of  the  goods  or  estate  of  the  defendant, 
by  the  original  process,  shall  h id  the  go  als 
or  estate  so  attached  to  answer  the  final 
judgment,  in  the  same  manner  as  by  the  laws 
ol  such  state  they  would  have  b-en  lioldcn  to 
answer  finai  judgment,  had  it  been  rendered 
by  the  court  in  which  the  suit  was  com- 
menced. And  it  shall  be  lawful  in  any  art  ion 
or  prosecution  which  may  be  now  pending,  or 
hereafter  commenced,  before  any  state  court 
whatever,  for  any  thing  done,  or  "omitted  to  be 
done,  by  the  defendant,  as  an  inspector  or 
other  officer  of  the  customs,  after  final  judg- 
ment, far  either  party  to  remove  and  transfer, 
by  appeal,  such  decision,  during  the  session 
or  term  of  said  court  at  which  the  same  shall 
have  taken  place,  from  such  court  to  the  next 
circuit  court  of  the  United  States,  to  bo  held 
in  the  district  in  which  such  appeal  shall  be 
taken  in  maimer  aforesaid  ; and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  person  taking  such  appeal,  to  pro 
duce  and  enter  in  the  said  circuit  court  at- 
tested conies  of  the  process,  proceedings,  and 
judgments  in  such  cause  ; and  it  shall  also  he 
competent  for  either  parly  within  six  months 
of  the  rendition  of  a judgment  in  anv  cause  by- 
writ  of  error  or  other  process  to  rem  e the 
same  to  the  circuit  court  of  the  u States  o1' 
that  district  in  which  such  judgment  shall 
have  been  rendered,  and  the  s .id  circui' 
court  shall  thereupon  proceed  to  trv  and  de 
termine  the  facts  and  the  law  in  such  action, 
in  the.  same  manner  as  if  the  same  had  been 
there  originally  commune,  d ; the  judgment  in 
such  case  notwithstanding-  Vnd  any  bail 
which  may  have  been  taken,  or  prop-  'iv  at- 
tached, shall  be  liolden  on  the  final  judgment 
of  the  said  circuit  court  in  such  action,  in  the 
same  manner  as  if  no  such  removal  and  trans- 
fer had  been  made  as  aforesaid  ; and  the  state 
court  from  which  am  sueh  action  may  be 
removed  and  transferred  is  aforesaid,  upon  the 
party’s  giving  good  and  sufficient  security  for 
the  prosecution  thereof,  shall  allow  the  same 
to  he  removed  and  tran-.fi  red,  anil  pr  ceed  no 
further  ill  the  case  : Provided  however,  That 
if  the  party  aforesaid  shall  fail  duly  to  enter 
the  removal  and  transfer  as  aforesaid  in  the 
circuit  court,  agreeable  to  this  act,  the  state 
court,  by  which  judgment  shall  have  been 
rendered,  and  from  which  the  transfer  and  re- 
moval shall  have  been  made  as  aforesaid,  shall 
be  authorised,  on  motion  for  that  pnrp  .se,  to 
. issue  cxecuti  n ai  d to  carry  into  ft' ct  anv 
I surh  judgment,  the  same  as  if  ho  sue  removal 
j and  transfer  had  been  made:  Provided  never- 
I theless.  That  this  act  shall  not  be  construed  to 
apply  to  any  prosecution  for  an  offence  in- 
volving corporal  punishment.  And  provided 
also.  Thai  no  such  appeal  shall  be  al- 
low-d  in  any  criminal  action  or  prosecution, 
where 'fin,,  judgment  shall  have  been  rendered 
in  favour  -•(  the  defendant.  or  respondent,  by 
the  state  court ; and  in  anv  action  or  prosecu- 
tion .gainst  anv  person  as  aforesaid,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  such  person  to  plead  the  general 
issue,  and  give  this  act  and  any  special  matter 
in  evidence  And  if  in  any  such  suit  the  plain- 
tiff is  non  suit,  or  judgment  pass  against  him, 
the  defendant  shall  recover  double  c-.sts. 

Sec  9 And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  in 
any  suit  >r  prosecution  against  any  person,  for 
any  act  or  thing  done  as  an  officer  of  the  cus- 
toms,  or  any  person  aiding  or  assisting  such 
officer  therein,  and  judgment  shall  be  given 
against  the  defendant  or  respondent,  if  it  shall 
appear  to  the  court,  before  which  such  suit  or 
prosecution  shall  be  tried,  that  there  was 
probable  cause  for  doing  such  act  or  thing, 
such  court  shall  order  a proper  certificate  or 
entry  to  be  made  thereof,  and  in  such  case 
the  defendant  or  respondent  shall  not  be  liable 
for  costs,  nor  shall  lie  be  liable  to  execution, 
or  to  any  action  for  damages,  or  to  anv  other 
mode  of  prosecution  for  the  act  done  "by  him 
as  aforesaid  : Provided,  That  such  property 
or  articles  as  may  be  held  in  custody  by  the 
defendant,  if  any,  he,  after  judgment,  forthwith 
returned  to  the  claimant  or  claimants,  his,  her, 
or  their,  agent  or  agents. 

Sec.  10  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  no 
citizen  or  person  usually  residing  within  the 
U.  States,  shall  be  permitted  to  cross  the  fron- 
tier into  any  of  the  provinces  or  territory  be- 
longing to  the  enemy,  or  of  which  he  may  be 
possessd,  without  a passport  first  obtained  from 
the  secretary  of  state,  the  secretary  of  war,  or 
other  officer,  civ  il  nr  military,  authorised  by 
the  President  of  the  U.  States,  to  grant  the 
same,  or  from  a governor  of  a state  or  territory ; 
nor  shall  any  citizen,  or  person  residing  as 
aforesaid,  of  his  own  accord,  upon  anypietence 
whatsoever,  be  permitted,  without  sucli  pass- 
port, to  go  on  board  of  any  of  the  ships,  or 
vessels,  or  boats,  of  the  enemy,  on  the  lakr-s, 
along  the  seaboard,  or  elsewhere  within  the 
bays,  sounds,  rivers,  or  waters  of  the  U.  Stater, 
or  to  hold  any  intercourse  with  such  enerr. 
or  with  any  officer  thereof;  nor  shall  atiy 
citizen  or  person  residing  as  aforesaid,  he  per 
milted,  without  such  passport,  to  visit  or  go 
to  any  camp  of  the  enemy  established  within 
the  limits  of  the  U.  States,  or  elsewhere,  or  to 
hold  any  intercourse  with  the  same,  or  with  any 
officer  belonging  thereto,  and  whosoever  shall 
voluntarily  offend  against  any  of  the  prohib- 
itions aforesaid,  mentioned  in  this  section, 
shall  be  considered  guilty  of  a misdemeanor.

ingone  thousand  dollars,  and  to  imprisonment 
for  any  term  not  exceeding  three  vears.  And 
every  person  coming  from  any  of  the  enemy's

authority  of  a passport. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That 
any  person  or  persons  found  hovering  upon  the 
frontier,  near  any  of  the  provinces  or  territory 
belonging  io  the  enemy  or  of  which  lie  may  be 
possessed,  or  travelling  towards  and  near  the 
same,  at  a distance  from  his  or  their  usual 
place  of  abode  or  residence,  and  without  any. 
lawful  business  requiring  his  or  their  atten- 
dance there,  and  without  a passport,  shall  be 
liable  to  be  held  to  security  for  his  or  their 
good  behavour,  in  the  manner  pointed  out  in 
the  fourth  section  of  this  act,  as  a person  or 
persons  suspected,  upon  probable  cause,  of 
being  engaged  in  unlawful  trade  or  intercourse 
with  the  enemy  : Provided alwuvs.  That  n -thing 
contained  in  any  part  of  this  act  shall  be  con- 
strued to  alter,  in  any  respect  the  law,  of  trea- 
son. 

Sec  12.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  it 
sh.-ll  be  lawful  for  the  President  of  the  U.

So  far  had  the  campaign  in  Florida 
been  prolonged  beyond  the  time  contem-

Orleans  exhibited  in  those  distressing 
days.  Not  a man  unengaged  in  re- 
pelling the  enemy,  pot  a woman  not 
affording  the  most  2eaIous  assistance  and 
co-operation  in  preparing  clothing  and 
every  other  necessary  comfort  for  their 
protectors.  Accompany  me  Mr.  Presi- 
dent, within  those  walls  a few  days  ago 
the  assylum  of  hundreds  ofyoung  females, 
taught  by  the  precepts  and  by  the  exam- 
ples of  their  pious  and  respectable  mis- 
tresses all  the  virtues  and  all  the  accom- 
plishments, which  are  soon  to  be  the  or- 
naments of  society.  How  changed  is  the 
scene  1 Those  grates  never  before  open- 
ed but  to  religion,  are  now  thrown  open 
for  the  reception  of  suffering,  of  bleeding 
humanity.  Under  the  pious  direction  of

holy  flame  spreads  with  rapidity.  Every 
soldier  in  a distant  land  has  found  a 
brother.

Mr.  President,  I rejoice,  that  the  reso- 
lution reported  by  the  honorable  chair- 
man of  the  militia  committee  embraces 
the  cases  1 have  briefly  alluded  to.  S r, 
valor  is  tbc  natural  growth  of  every  clime 
of  this  extensive  empire.  Even  in  the 
very  few  actions  during  the  war  in  which 
victory  did  not  perch  on  out  banners,  as 
evinced  by  a laic  celebrated  case  con- 
nected with  the  capture  ot  this  city, 
-scrutinizing  justice  has  pronounced  that 
examples  of  conspicuous  individual  bra- 
very have  not  been  wanting.  I shall  al- 
ways be  proud  of  the  opportunity  afforded 
to  pay  to  courage  the  just  tribute  due  to 
it  by  a'greatful  people,  but  when  it  is 
right  thus  to  encourage  valor,  can  it  be 
wrong  to  encourage  humanity  ? Valor, 
Humanity — Insepcrablc  Sisters!  The 
first  has  delivered  our  country  from  an 
invading  foe — the  second  has  healed  the 
wounds  of  a bleeding  friend,  and  of  a 
Heeding  enemy,  since  no  longer  with 
arms  in  his  hands,  to  be  treated  as  a 
friend  : Both  united  will  continue  to  se- 

cure to  our  arms  the  favor  of  an  avenging 
and  merciful  God,  and  will  wrest  from  a 
vanquished  enemy,  and  obtain  from  an 
admiring  world,  the  applause  due  to  a 
conqueror  terrible  in  battle,  in  victory 
nrerciful. 

MR.  BROWN’S  REMARKS. 

Mr  President — Having  the  honor  to 
represent  the  state  which  has  been  the 
theatre  of  the  events  which  it  is  the  ob- 
ject of  these  resolutions  to  commemorate, 
it  might  he  considered  an  evidence  of 
great  insensibility  on  my  part,  did  I not 
rise  for  the  purpose  of  expressing  my 
most  hearty  approbation  of  them. 

The  reflecting  mind,  in  reviewing  the 
eventful  measures  by  which  the  people  of 
Louisiana  have  been  conducted  from  a 
posi  ion  ofextreme  peril,  to  a slate  of  per- 
fect security,  is  irresistibly  led  to  acknow- 
ledge the  protecting  hand  of  an  all-wise 
and  beneficent  Providence,  whose  dispen- 
sations it  is  our  duty,  in  greatful  humility, 
to  revere. 

The  richest  reward  which  a nation  can 
bestow  on  its  distinguished  benefactors, 
is  to  be  found  in  the  unanimous  expres- 
sion ol  a nation’s  gratitude.  On  no  occa- 
sion has  the  united  voice  of  national  feel- 
ing been  more  distinctly  heard,  than  on 
that  which  is  the  subject  of  our  present 
deliberations.  The  measures  adopted  by 
General  Jackson  for  the  protection  of 
Louisiana  and  their  happy  results,  have 
been  succinctly  detailed  in  his  own  sim- 
ple, perspicuous,  and  modest  narrative. 
It  is  not  now  necessary  to  recapitulate 
the  facts.  It  is  enough  that  we  fix  our 
admiring  eyes  on  their  fortunate  results. 
If  to  disconcort  the  gigantic  plans  of  the 
enemy — to  disappoint  his  extravagant  ex- 
pectations— to  humble  his  pride — to  des- 
troy a great  part  of  his  hitherto  invincible 
army — to  expel  them  from  our  soil, 
and  save  a state  to  the  union,  and  to  ac- 
complish all  with  a comparative  loss  un- 
exampled in  military  annals,  can  entitle  a 
brave  general  and  a gallant  army  to  the 
thanks  of  a generous  people,  then  are 
General  Jackson  and  his  followers  enti- 
tled to  the  wreath  prepared  for  them  by 
these  resolutions.  I shall  not  follow  the 
deliverer  of  Louisiana  through  the  blaze 
of  battle  and  the  shouts  of  victory.  I am 
not  so  weak  as  to  believe  that  my  feble 
voice  can  add  lustre  to  deeds  like  his — 
“ to  deeds  without  a name  ” The  tears 
of  admiration  and  gratitude  which  mois- 
ten every  eye,  whilst  surveying  scenes 
like  these,  admonish  me,  that  it  is  best  to 
indulge  in  the  silent  sentiment  of  un- 
utterable joy. 

The  army  of  General  Jackson  was 
principally  composed  of  militia  corps,  a 
species  of  force  hitherto  not  considered 
as  the  most  efficient,  which  had  been 
hastily  collected  from  the  states  of  Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee,  Louisiana  and  the 
Mississippi  Territory — It  is  equally  hon- 
orable to  these  soldiers,  and  to  their  com- 
mander, that  no  jealousies  or  dissentions 
disturbed  the  harmony  of  their  camp,  and 
that  all  united  in  facing  the  loc  with  a 
courage,  an  energy  and  enthusiasm  rarely 
witnessed  in  an  army  of  veteran  troops. 
All  were  animated  by  the  same  soul,  and 
the  only  contest  which  existed  among 
them  was,  who  should  be  foremost  in  the 
hour  of  danger. 

The  citizens  of  Kentucky  since  the 
commencement  of  our  present  struggle 
have  obtained  a character  so  elevated  for 
patriotism  and  devotion  to  the  best  inter- 
ests of  their  country,  that  it  can  receive 
no  additional  lustre  from  any  expression 
I can  employ,  l’hc  state  of  Tennessee 
has  exalted  claims  to  the  approbation  of 
the  nation—  fo  that  state  we  arc  indebted 


tor  the  taidty  of  our  country  when  threat- 
ened by  our  savage  neighbors,  and  the 
part  which  her  citizens  have  acted  on  the 
late  ever  memorable  occasion,  will  afford 
to  their  last  posterity  a rich  repast  in  the 
page  of  impartial  history.  One-third  of 
the  militia  of  this  state,  having  no  exposed 
frontier  to  protect,  and  threatened  by  no 
immediate  danger,  cheerfully  left  their 
friends  and  their  families  and  flew  to  the 
assistance  of  Louisiana.  Generous  peo- 
ple ! On  behrlf  of  those  you  have  suc- 
coured in  the  hour  of  peril,  I thank  you — 
from  my  heart  I thank  you  ! 

Rsflect  Mr.  President,  on  the  rapid 
march  of  Gen.  Coffee  and  his  volunteers 
to  Mobile,  to  Pensacola,  to  New-Orleans. 
a distance  of  more  than  one  thousand 
miles — Consider  the  difficulties  of  the 
rout,  and  you  will  admire  the  persever- 
ance of  the  commander  and  the  patience 
and  discipline  of  his  troops  as  much  as 
you  will  applaud  the  undaunted  bravery  | 
they  displayed  on  the  memorable  eighth  ! 
of  January.  See  the  brave  and  indefatiga- 
ble Carroll  descending  the  Mississippi 
with  an  army  of  three  thousand  men,  and 
accomplishing  his  voyage  in  a space  ol 
time  considered  too  short  to  enable  the 
greedy  speculator,  in  search  of  a market, 
to  conduct  a single  ark  to  the  same  point 
of  destination.  It  is  to  such  men  and  to 
such  exertions  as  these  that  Louisiana  is 
indebted  for  her  safety,  and  so  long  as 
gratitude  shall  be  considered  a virtue, 
shall  these  brave  men  be  held  in  greatful 
remembrance. 

On  so  much  of  these  resolutions,  and 
other  resolutions  now  under  considera- 
tion, as  relate  to  the  militia  and  people 
of  Louisiana,  it  would  not  perhaps  be- 
come me  to  enlarge.  Attached  as  I feel 
myself,  to  the  generous  people  of  that 
state,  by  the  recollection  ot  a thousand 
proofs  they  have  given  me  of  their  kind- 
ness and  confidence,  I could  t ot  ptofess 
to  be  their  impartial  eulogist.  That 
their  conduct  on  the  late  trying  emer- 
gency, has  been  such,  as  not  only  to 
fulfil  the  predictions  of  their  friends,  and 
efface  the  unfavorable  prejudice  of  those 
who  until  now  were  strangers  to  their 
true  character  ; but  also  to  receive  the 
approbation  e.f  the  nation,  is  to  me  a 
source  of  inexpressible  pleasure. 

Mr.  President,  I fondly  hope  that  the 
dawn  of  peace  is  about  to  break  upon  our 
beloved  country.  Cheered  by  its  benig- 
nant rays,  we  look  into  futurity,  and  cal- 
culate the  influence  which  the  recent 
events  at  New-Orlcans  may  have  upon 
the  destinies  of  this  nation.  To  foreign 
powers,  the  lesson  taught  by  them  will 
be  full  of  instruction.  From  the  fate  of  a 
powerful  army  invading  a portion  of  our 
country,  hitherto  considered  the  most 
assailable,  they  will  learn  that  free  men 
impressed  with  a sense  of  the  value  of 
their  rights,  and  armed  in  defence  of  their 
own  soil,  are  invincible.  At  home  the 
effects  of  these  brilliant  achievements 
will  be  salutary  and  beneficent.  Should 
the  inhabitants  of  any  portion  of  this 
union  from  incorrect  sources  of  informa- 
tion have  received  impressions  unfriendly 
to  the  character  of  the  people  of  Louis- 
iana, let  them  reflect  on  the  events  of  the 
8th  of  January,  and  those  impressions 
will  be  completely  obliterated.  The  ties 
of  interest  and  of  affection,  which  have 
long  attached  the  western  states  to  Louis- 
iana have  now  become  indissoluble.  The 
purple  stream  of  their  best  blood  has 
united  and  mingled  in  the  same  channel, 
and  has  at  once  cemented  their  union, 
and  that  of  their  country.

yesterday  transmitted,  by  the  President  of 

the  United  States,  to  both  Houses  of  Con- 

gress : 

To  the  Senate  and 

House  of  Representatives  of  the  IT.  Stales. 

1 lay  before  Congress  copies  of  the  treaty  of 
peace  and  amity  between  the  U.  States  and  his 
Britannic  Majesty,  which  was  signed  by  the 
commissioners  of  both  parties  at  Ghent,  on  the 
24lh  of  December,  1814,  and  the  ratifications  of 
which  have  been  duly  exchanged. 

While  performing  this  act,  1 congratulate 
you,  and  our  constituents,  upon  an  event  which 
is  highly  honorable  to  the  nation,  and  termi- 
nates with  peculiar  felicity  a campaign  signal- 
ized by  the  most  brilliant  successes. 

The  late  war,  although  reluctantly  declared 
by  Congress,  had  become  a necessary  resort,  to 
assert  the  rights  and  independence  of  the  na- 
tion. It  has  been  waged  with  a success  which 
is  the  natural  result  of  the  legislative  coun- 
sels, of  the  patriotism  of  the  people,  of  the 
public  spirit  of  the  militia,  and  of  the  valor  of 

the  military  and  naval  forces  of  the  county. 

Peace,  at  all  times  a blessing,  is  peculiarly 
welcome,  therefore,  at  a period  when  the  causes 
for  the  war  have  ceased  to  operate  ; when  the 
government  has  demonstrated  the  efficiency  of 
its  powers  of  defence  ; and  when  the  nation 
can  review  its  conduct  without  regret,  and 
without  reproach. 

I recommend  to  your  care  and  beneficence, 
the  gallant  men  whose  achievements,  in  every 
department  of  military  service,  on  the  land 
and  on  the  water,  have  so  essentially  contribu- 
ted  to  the  honor  of  the  American  name,  and 
to  the  restoration  of  peace.  The  feelings  of 
conscious  patriotism  and  worth  will  animate 
such  men,  under  every  change  of  fortune  and 
pursuit : but  their  country  performs  a duty  to 
itself,  when  it  bestows  those  testimonials  of 
approbation  and  applause,  which,  are,  at  once, 
the  reward,  and  the  incentive,  to  great  ac- 
tions. 

The  reduction  of  the  public  expenditures  to 
the  demands  of  a peace  establishment  will, 
doubtless,  engage  the  immediate  attention  of 
Congress.  There  are,  however,  important  con- 
siderations which  forbid  a sudden  and  general 
revocation  of  the.  measures  that  have  been  pro- 
duced  by  the  war.  Experience  lias  taught 
us,  that  neither  the  pacific  dispositions  of  the 
American  people,  nor  the  pacific  character  ot 
their  political  institutions,  can  altogether  ex- 
empt them  from  that  strife  which  appears, 
bevor.d  the  ordinary'  lot  of  nations,  to  be  inci- 
dent to  the  actual  period  of  the  world;  and 
the  same  faithful  monitor  demonstrates  tha  - 
certain  degree  of  preparation  for  war,  is  , 
only  indttpensible  to»v«rtUisa»ter  in  the  onset, 


but  affords  also  the  best  security  for  the  con- 
tinuance of  peace.  The  wisdom  of  Congress 
will,  therefore,  l am  confident,  provide  for  lie 
maintenance  of  an  adequate  regular  force  ; for 
the  gradual  advance  of  the  naval  establishment ; 
for  improving  all  the  means  of  harbor  defence  j 
lor  adding  discipline  to  the  distinguished 
bravery  of  the  militia,  and  for  cultivating  the 
military  art,  in  its  essential  branches,  under  the 
liberal  patronage  of  government. 

The  resources  of  our  country  were,  at  all  I 
times,  competent  to  the  attainment  of  every 
national  object ; but  they  will  now  be  enriched 
and  invigorated  by  the  activity  which  peace 
will  introduce  in*o  all  the  scenes  of  domestic 
enterprize  and  labor  The  provision  that  has 
been  made  fur  the  public  ci editors,  during  the 
present  session  of  Congress,  must  have  a de- 
cisive effect  in  the  establishment  of  the  public 
credit,  both  at  home  and  abroad.  The  revi- 
ving interests  of  commerce  will  claim  the 
legislative  attention  at  the  earliest  opportuni- 
ty ; and  such  regulations  will,  1 trust,  be  sea- 
sonably devised  as  shall  secure  the  U.  States 
their  just  proportion  of  the  navigation  of  the 
world.  The  most  liberal  T*  licy  towards  other 
nations,  if  met  by  corresponding  dispositions, 
will,  in  this  respect,  be  found  the  most  bene- 
ijcial  policy  towards  ourselves.  But  there  is 
no  subject  that  can  enter  witli  greater  force 
and  merit  u to  the  deliberation  of  Congress, 
than  a consideration  of  the  means  to  preserve 
and  promote  the  manufactures  which  have 
sprang  into  existence,  anil  attained  an  unpa- 
ralleled maturity  throughout  the  U.  States 
during  the  period  of  the  European  wars.  This 
source  of  national  independence  and  wealth,  I 
anxiously  recommend  to  the  prompt  and  con- 
stant guardianship  of  Congress 

The  termination  of  the  legislative  session 
will  soon  separate  you,  follow  citizens,  from 
each  other,  and  re  store yon  to  your  cons'  ituents 
I pray  you  to  bear  with  vou  the  expressions  of 
mv  sanguine  hope,  that  the  peace  which  has 
been  just  declared  will  not  only  be  the  foun- 
dation of  the  most  friendly  intercourse  between 
the  U.  States  and  Great  Britain,  but  that  it 
will  also  he  productive  of  happiness  and  har- 
mony in  every  section  of  our  beloved  country 
The  influence  of  our  precepts  and  example 
must  be  every  where  p vverful  : and  while  we 
accord  in  grateful  acknowledgments  for  ti  e 
protection  which  I’eovirlenoe  lias  bestowed 
upon  us,  let  us  never  cease  to  inculcate  obe- 
dience to  the  laws,  and  fidelity  to  the  union, 
as  constituting  the  palladium  of  the  national 
independence  and  prosperity.

RELATIONS  WITH  ALGIERS. 

The  following  report,  yesterday  transmitted 
to  the  House  by  the  President  of  the  U Stales, 
vt' ..s  read  : 

The  acting  Secretary  of  state,  to  whom 
was  referred  the  resolution  of  the  House  otlte. 
presentatives  of  the  15th  instant,  requesting 
the  President  of  the  U.  States  to  cause  to  be 
laid  before  that  It  raise  such  information  as  he 
shall  deent  necessary  to  be  communicated, 
touching  the  slate  of  relations  existing  be- 
tween the  U.  States  and  die  Barhary  powers, 
lias  the  honor  to  state,  that,  accoiding  to  the 
latest  accounts  from  Morocco,  Tunis  and  Tri- 
poli, our  relations  with  those  powers  remained 
upon  their  foi  iner  footing,  no-  is  there  any 
particular  reason  to  believe  that  any  ch.tn'c 
has  since  taken  place. 

It  will  appear  by  the  documents  accompany 
ing  the  message  of  tile  President  to  Congress 
on  the  17tli  November,  1812,  that  the  Dey  of 
Algiers  had,  violently,  and  without  just  cause, 
obliged  the  Consul  of  the  U.  States,  and  all 
American  citizens  then  in  Algiers,  to  leave 
that  place,  in  a manner  highly  offensive  to  their 
country  and  injurious  to  themselves,  and  in 
violation  of  the  Treaty  then  subsisting  between 
the  two  nations  It  appears  moreover,  that  lie 
exacted  from  the  Consul,  under  pain  of  im- 
mediate imprisonment,  a large  sum  of  money, 
to  which  he  had  no  claim  hut  what  originated 
in  his  own  injustice. 

These  acts  of  violence  and  outrage  have 
been  followed  by  the  capture  of,  at  least,  one 
American  vessel,  and  by  the  seizure  of  an 

American  citizen  on  board  a neutral  vessel 

The  unfortunate  persons,  thus  captured,  are 
yet  held  in  captivity,  with  the  exception  of 
two  of  them,  who  have  been  restored.  Every 
eflort,  to  obtain  the  release  of  the  others  has 
proved  abortive  ; and  there  is  some  reason  to 
believe  that  they  are  held  by  the  Dey  as  a 
means  by  winch  lie  calculates  to  extort  from 
the  U States  a degrading  Treaty

permit  me  to  remind  your  Lordship,  briefly, 
of  the  origin  of  this  Soar  for,  if  I have  life  to 
the  end  of  it,  this  origin  shall  not  be  forgotten. 
It  is  necessary,  at  every  stage,  to  keep  it

The  war  against  France  was  a war  against 
principle s at  first  ; it  then  became  a war  of 
conquest  ; and  it  ended  in  being  a w ar  for  deli- 
verance. We  set  out  with  accusing  our  ene 
my  with  being  dangerous,  as  disorganize!-^  of 
ancient  governments ; and  we  ended  with  arcus- 
ing  them  of  being  dangerous,  as  despots.  I he 
French  were  too  free  for  us  at  the  beginning, 
and  too  much  enslaved  for  us  at  the  end  ; and  it 
was  so  contrived  as  to  make  more  than  half 
the  world  believe,  that  the  Cossack  were  .he 
great  champions  of  civil  and  political  liberty. 
So,  that,  when  we  came  to  the  close,  leaving 
the  French  nearly  as  we  found  them,  nit  see- 
ing tythes,  monks,  game-laws,  gabellcs,  cor- 
vees,  bastilcs,  or  seigneurial  courts  re-estab- 
lished, we  had  spent  more  than  a thousand  mil- 
lions of  pounds  in  a war,  of  the  first  object  of 
which  we  had  wholly  lost  sight  We  will  not 
have  it  thus,  my  Lord,  with  regard  to  the 
American  war.  We  will  not  suffer  its  first 
object  to  he  lost  sight  of.  Nobody,  as  to  this 
point,  shall  be  able  to  “ bother ” any  historian 
who  is  disposed  to  speak  the  truth 

The  war  with  America  arose  thus — We  were 
at  war  with  France,  America  was  neutral. 
We  not  only  exorcised  our  known  right  of 
stopping  American  merchant  ships  at  sea,  to 
search  them  for  enemy  s goods,  tor  troops  in  the 
enemy's  service,  an  1 for  goods  contraband  of -war 
which  species  of  search,  and  of  seizure,  in 
Case  of  detection,  Mr.  Madison  did  nr..  ;.p..se 
either  by  word  or  deed-  This  was  a maritime 
right,  sometimes  disputed  bv  Russia,  Holland, 
Denmark,  and  Sweden  ; but  never  giie  up  by 
us,  except  for  awhile,  at  a time  of  great  danger 
This  right  was  never  disputed  by  Mr.  Madi- 
son during  'he  French  war — The  exercise  of 
it  he  submitted  to  without  complaint.  This 
was  our  “ right  of  search  and  this  r-ght  was 

enjoyed  by  us,  without  any  complaint  on  Ins 
part  ; and  this  is  the  right  which  many  people 
think  he  opposed,  upon  that  ground  they  have 
approved  of  the  war. 

Hut  the  war  had  nothing  to  do  with  this 
right,  any  more  than  it  had  to  do  with  out- 
right i, I bringing  coals  from  Newcastle  to  lam- 
don.  The  war  was  declared  by  Mr  Madison 
against  us,  because  we  stopped  American  mer- 
chant ships  upon  ‘he  high  seas,  and  impressed 
people  out  of  them  We  said,  that  we  did  this 
in  order  to  recover  our  own  seamen,  who  were 
frequently  found  serving  in  these  American 
ships  ; but  it  was  notorious,  the  fact  was 
never  denied,  and  never  can  be  denied,  that  we 
impressed  thu«  great  numbers  of  native  Jlmcn- 
cans,  forced  them  on  board  ofourships  of  war, 
and  compelled  them  to  submit  to  our  discipline, 
and  to  risk  their  lives  in  fighting  for  us

LETTER  V. 

TO  THE  EARL  OF  LIVERPOOL, 

ON  THE  AMERICAS  wan. 

My  Lonn, — The  nation  begin  to  suspect,  at 
last,  that  this  American  War  may  prove  an 
unfortunate  thing,  lfyour  I-ordship  recollects, 
I taunted  Johnny  Bull,  flouted  him  and  gibed, 
when,  at  the  out-set  of  this  war,  be  crowed 
and  cock-cock-caw’d,  at  the  idea  of  giving  the 
A’ankecs  a good  drubbing.  If  vour  Lordship 
recollects  that  I flouted  wise  John  and  told 
him,  that,  at  any  rate,  limped,  if  he  was  re- 
solved to  enjoy  this  sport,  fie  would  never  let 
me  hear  him  say  a word  about  the  Property 
Tax,  or,  what  he  vulgarly  calls  the  Income 
Tax.  I knew  from  the  beginning,  that  I 
should  see  him  galled  here.  I knew  that  I 
should  have  him  on  his  hip  ; and  here  I have 
him  ; for  he  is  now  crying  out  against  the  Tax, 
as  loud  as  a pig  under  the  knife  of  a butcher, 
though  he,  at  the  same  time,  seems  to  have 
no  objection  to  the  work  of  slaughtering  going 
on.  In  short,  so  that  he  is  safe  himself,  and 
pays  nothing,  his  delight  is  in  seeing  war 
desolate  the  rest  of  the  world.  But  he  docs 
not  like  to  pay.  Rather  than  pay,  he  would 
give  the  world  a chance  of  being  at  peace,  and 
of  ceasing  to  bleed. 

That  so  amiable  a personage  should  meet 
with  any  rubs  or  crosses  in  life  must,  of  course, 
be  matter  of  regret  w ith  his  friends,  and  must 
remind  them  of  the  maxim,  that,  as  virtue 
alone  is  not,  in  all  cases,  sufficient  to  insure 
happiness  in  this  world,  the  virtuous  afflicted 

ought  chiefly  to  rely  on  the  world  to  come. 

This  sort  of  reliance  is  very  suitable  to  John- 
ny, at  this  time  ; for  he  has  not  given  the  Yan- 
kees a drubbing  -,  and  yet  the  Income  Tax 
sticks  to  him  like  bird-lime.  The  Times 
newspaper  cheers  him,  indeed,  by  telling  him, 
that  he  is  causing  the  Yankees  to  pay  Taxes ; 
that  though  lie  so  sorely  feels  himself,  he  does 
not  suffer  in  vain  ,-  for  that  he  is  making  others 
suffer  loo.  To  be  sure,  this  is  a consoling 
reflection  ; but  still  it  is  not  quite  sufficient 
to  reconcile  him  to  the  continuation  of  the 
Income  Tax,  seeing  that,  when  called  on  for 
the  money,  he  sometimes  forgets  the  delight 
of  seeing  others  suffer,  which  he  has  enjoyed 
for  his  money. 

But  now,  my  I-ord,  leaving  wise  Johnny, 
amiable  and  honest  Johnny,  to  his  tvet  and 


These  are  facts  which  can  never  be  denied 
Mr.  Madison,  for  years,  called  upon  us  to 
cease  this  practice.  We  did  not  cease.  Me 
repeatedly  threatened  w ar,  if  we  persevered 
We  did  persevere  ; and,  after  years  of  remon- 
strance, he,  or  rather  the  two  Houses  of  Con 
gress,  the  real  representatives  of  the  people  of 
America,  declared  war  against  us. 

Here,  then,  is  the  cause  of  the  war  ; the  sole 
cause  of  the  war  -.  war,  long  threatened,  and, 
at  last,  frankly  declared,  previous  to  any  hos- 
tile act  or  movement  on  tile  part  of  Mi  Madi- 
son, or  rather  the  Congress.  For,  my  Lord, 
thought  Johnny  Bull,  wise  Johnny,  whose 
generosity  would  pul  all  other  nations  into  his 
own  happy  slate ; though  wise  and  generous 
John  talks  about  Mr  Madison’s  hostility,  it  is 
in  fact,  the  hostility  of  the  Congress,-  that  is 
to  say,  the  hostility  of  the  people  . because  the 
Congress  are  the  real,  and  not  the  sham,  repre- 
sentatives of  the  people  ; and,  because,  the  Con- 
gress, u-ho  declared,  and  who  now  support  the 
war,  have  been  chosen  during  the  war,  and 
just  before  it  The  Members  of  the  Congress 
do  not  purchase  their  sea's  ; no  seats  can  he 
bought  or  sold  ; none  of  the  Members  can  get 
any  thing  fir  themselves,  nr  families,  by  their 
voles.  So  that,  when  they  decide,  it  is,"  in  i-e- 
ality,  a majority  of  the  people  who  decide  ; 
and  the  people  did  decide,  that  th.  y would  re- 
sist by  force  of  arms,  the  impressment  of  their 
seamen. 

The  people  here  generally  believe  what  that 
infamous  print,  the  Times  newspaper,  tell  them, 
that  the  people  of  America  never  complained  of 
such  impressments  ; but  the  truth  is,  that,  long 
before,  years,  before,  the  war  was  declared, 
complaints,  and  most  hitter  complaints,  had 
rung  through  the  country,  against  these  im- 
pressments. Letters  from  the  impressed  per- 
sons were  published  without  end.  Affidavits 
proving  the  lacts.  Representations  enough  to 
make  a nation  mad  wilh  resentment;  enough 
to  drive  even  Quakers  to  arms.  None  of  these 
have  our  newspapers  ever  copied.  None  of 
these  have  they  ever  made  known  to  their  rea- 
ders They  have  published  the  harangues  of 
Goodloe  Harper’  II.  G.  Otis,  poor  Timothy 
Bickering,  and  other  would  be  Noblesse.  They 
have  given  us  every  thing  from  the  free  press 
of  America,  at  all  calculated  to  cause  it  to  be 
believed,  that  the  war  is  unpopular  there  ; 
but  not  a word  on  the  other  side  ; not  a word 
to  let  us  see  what  were  the  real  sentiments  of 
the  majority  of  the  republic.  1 will  now  lay- 
before  your  Lordship  some  of  the  complaints 
of  the  impressed  Americans,  as  published  in 
the  American  newspapers  ; for,  1 am  convinced, 
that  even  you  are  not  acquainted,  fully  of  the 
nature  and  tone  of  those  complaints)  and,  at 
any  rate,  the  publications  should,  if  possible, 
he  rebutted  on  out  part,  seeing,  that  they  must 
produce  such  hatred  of  us  in  the  minds  of  the 
people  of  America,  as  will,  if  not  by  some 
means  molified,  lead  to  a never-ceasing  hos- 
tility. Your  Lordship  will  perceive,  that  these 
statements  are  sent  forth  with  all  the  forms  of 
judicial  acts  ; that  they  consist  of  statements 
I mafie  on  oath;  that  these  statements  are  certi- 
j *'ed  l>y  hgal  magistrates,  whose  names  are 
affixed  to  them  ; and  that,  of  course,  they  are 
calculated  to  have  great  weight  with  the  "pub- 
lic. It  is  not  a had  way  to  make  the  case  ou 
own  ; to  suppose  such  complaints  made  in  our 
papers  against  America,  or  any  other  nation  ; 
and  then  to  judge  of  the  effect  that  those  com 
plaints  would  make  on  the  people  of  England, 
recollecting  that  the  Americans  are-  not  base 
and  cowardly  more  than  we  are. 

[Here  follow  several  depositions,  copied 
from  the  newspapers,  of  impress-,  d American 
seamen.] 

Now,  my  Lord,  I do  not  say  that  these 
statements  are  true.  In  spite  of  all  the  partic 
ular  detail  of  names,  dales  and  places  ; in  spite 
of  oaths  and  certificates,  they  may  be  false  ; 
hut  as  it  is  to  such  statements  that  weowe  ilns 
unfortunate  war,  we  surely  ought  to  endeavor 
to  prove,  lhatsome,  at  least,  of  these  statement 
are  false.  The  republican  newspapers  teem, 
and  teemed  long  before  the  war,  with  publi- 
cations of  this  sort.  The  blood  of  America 
was  set  boiling  with  such  publications.  The 
vote  of  Congress  for  the  war  was  the  most 
popular  vote  ever  given  bv  that  body  II  i;., 
therefore,  of  vast  importance  that  these  publi- 
cations  should  be  coumeracted  if  possible 
They  are  either  tru*-  or  false  ; if  the  latter,  as 
I would  fain  hope,  ’hrv  can  be  ratify  refuted  - 


certainly  we  ought  to  be  very  ready  and  for- 
ward to  make  atonement  to  the  Americans  for 
what  they  have  suffered. 

These  statementshave,  too,  produced  another 
most  serious  effect.  They  have  filled  the 
crews  ot  the  American  ships  with  implacable 
revenge  To  the  usual  motives  of  patriotism 
and  glory,  they  have  added  the  still  more  pow- 
eiful  motive  of  vengeance  Against  crews, 
thus  animated,  men  under  the  influence  of  the 
mere  ordinary  motive  to  bravery,  really  cannot" 
be  expected  to  succeed  w.'.noul  a great 
superiority  of  force.  I leave  your  Lordship 
to  suppose  w hat  would  be  the  effect  of  state- 
ments like  these,  if  the  case  were  OURS.  If  we 
were  at  peace  With  all  the  world  and  were  car- 
rying  on  our  commerce  agreeably  to  the  laws  of 
neutrality,  while  the  Americans  were  at  war 
with  some  other  power;  and  if  the  Americans 
were  to  Impress  Englishmen  from  on  board 
English  ships,  Jrringing  up  coals  from  Newcas- 
tle to  I-ondon,  were  to  force  them  into  their 
ships  of  war,  compel  them  to  fight  for  Ameri- 
ca; and,  in  short,  to  occasion,  in  the  English 
papers,  statements  such  as  I have  above  quoted. 
If  this  were  the  case,  does  your  Lordship 
think,  that  we  should  he  very  quiet?  And  if 
such  statements  wouitl  he  likely-  to  set  us  in  a 
flame,  are  we  to  suppose,  that  they  have  had 
no  effect  on  the  Americans  ? 

Here,  my  Lard,  as  you  veil  know,  we  have 
the  real  cause  of  that  war,  which,  it  is  said,  is 
now  to  engage  a humped  thousand  men,  Hep 
hundred  ships  of  war,  and  which  cannot  cost 
less  ban  twenty  millions  a year.  It  has  been 
asserted,  that  the  Gongress  declared  war  a- 
gainst  us  to  assist  Napoleon  on  the  Continent. 

1 Iris  is  so  foolish,  that  the  writers  must  think 
that  they  are  addressing  it  to  men  little  supe- 
rior 1 1 brutes  It  wa9  impossible  that  the  A- 
inei  icans  could  know  where  Napoleon  was, 
when  ti.ey  declared  war.  It  was  impossible 
that  their  war  should  really  aid  him  in  his  de- 
signs against  Russia.  It  was  against  their  in- 
terest tb a-  Russia  should  he  crushed  by  any 
power,  and  especially  by  France  The  other 
cha-ge,  t'.at  America,  *'  like  an  assassin,  at- 
tacked us  in  the  dark-,'*  is  equal!;-  false  and 
foolish.  Low  could  an  open  declaration  of  war 
by  a Legislative  Assembly,  after  repeated  dis- 
cussion, be  an  act  deserving  such  a description  ? 
How  could  that  he  called  an  attack  in  the 
dark,  especially  when  it  had  been  threatened 
tor  years,  and  when  it  was  followed  immediate- 
ly by  an  offer  lor  a truce,  in  order  again  to  ne- 
gociate  for  peace  ? 

Here  we  have  the  real  origin  of  the  w*ar. — - 
Terminate  as  it  will,  this  was  its  origin.  This 
origin  must  not  be  forgotten,  whatever  efforts 
are  made  to  put  it  out  of  our  heads.  When 
the  war  shall  have  ended,  and  we  shall  sit 
down  to  count  the  cost,  this  origin  must  he 
kept  steady  before  us. 

1 he  Times  and  Courier  are  still  labourin'’ 
to  persuade  us,  that  there  will  be  a separation. 
ol  the  American  States;  that  the  four  New 
I." gland  States  w ill  declare  themselves  inde- 
pendent of  the  General  Government , and  will 
form  an  alliance  with  Old  England  Now,  iny

FOREIGN. 

The  French  King  has  ordered  100,000  men  to  be 
recruited  for  his  armies.—' The  Hessian  and  Prus- 
sian Courts,  it  is  said,  are  contending  at  the  Con-' 
gress  of  Vienna  for  tlu*  freedom  of  the  seas. — The  ' 
deli v Earns  wish  to  partition  Europe  among  them- 
selves ; but  seem  likely  to  quarrel  about  the  spoil. — 
Prussia  desires  to  hold  Saxony,  Russia,  Poland,  and 
the  Spidtholder,  Belgium  ; to  which  France  seems 
to  object. — A hot  press  for  seamen  took  place  on 
the  Thames  in  December,  which  the  papers  sav 
will  aondouc  until  they  raise  10,000  men.  These 
(Circumstances  may  account  for  the  Treaty  of  Ghent ; 
an  event,  so  unexpected  to  many  of  our  politicians. 
Bonaparte  is  said  to  be  seriously  ill,  and  his  pension 
withdraw  u by  the  French  Court.

REFLECTIONS  OX  THE  PEACE,  bcc. 

The  peace  which  has  been  concluded  be* 
tween  this  country  and  the  British  govern- 
ment, gives  rise  to  much  speculation  and  dis- 
cussion with  our  politicians,  and  with  almost 
every  description  of  persons  in  this  section  of 
the  United  States. 

With  some  it  has  been  received  as  cause  for 
great  rejoicing,  while  others  have  viewed  it 
as  a measure  of  necessity — forced  upon  us  by 
the  weak  ness  of  our  rulers,  the  profligacy  of 
the  opposition,  and  the  late  revolution  in  Eu- 
rope, which  terminated  so  favorably  to  British 
interests.  Some  are  willing  to  use  it  as  a 
stepping  stone  on  which  federalism  is  to  as- 
cend into  the  chair  of  state  and  power,  whilst 
A different  class  of  politicians  consider  it  as 
auspicious  to  the  cause  of  republicanism — and 
of  tlie  country;  in  affording  opportunity  to  re- 
establish the  credit  of  tlie  government,  and  to 
prepare  for  a more  propitious  moment  to  as- 
sert the  cause  of  “ free  trade  and  sailors 
rights.*' 

If  our  government  will  use  the  peace,  or  ra- 
V.her  the  tmee  we  have  obtained,  in  this  latter 
iiew,  it  will  prove  a blessing  to  the  American 
people,  otherwise  it  will  prove  the  greatest 
curse  that  has  befallen  the  republic  since  the 
adoption  of  Jay’s  infamous  treaty 

If  the  government  continues  a standing  force 
of  about  30,000,  soldiers  taking  care  to  make 
choice  of  our  most  efficient  officers  to  com- 
mand them  ; 

If  the  government  will  seize  upon  the  pre- 
sent moment  to  arm  and  discipline  the  mi 
litia — to  increase  our  naval  defences — to  cul 
tivate  and  to  increase  our  internal  resources — 
in  making  roads,  canals,  and  in  protecting 
American  manufactures,  thus  weakening  the 
all-corrupting  influence  of  the  British  in  our 
country;  and  lastly, 

If  the  PEOPLE  will  hut  use  this  moment  of 
file  truce,  to  place  more  efficient  and  independ- 
ent men  in  Congress , and  a more  ENERGETIC 
man  at  the  helm,  than  they  now  have — then  will 
the  present  peace  be  turned  into  the  greatest 
good  that  ever  happened  to  the  American  peo- 
ple, their  independence  only  excepted. 

But  if  we  throw  off*  all  our  armour  of  war. 
and  yield  every  thing  to  mercantile  cupidity. 
* as  before  the  war,  and  recline  into  out  ancient 
apathy,  then  will  the  truce  under  the  existing 
circumstonces  of  the  nation,  hasten  the  down- 
fall of  eur  institutions. 


I he  people  In  every  section  oT  the  country, 
•should  enquire  how  their  representatives  in 
congress,  have  acquitted  themselves  It  is  well 
known  that  by  the  imbecility,  negligence,  or 
by  somefn  ng  worse  of  Congress,  that  in  tlie  third 
year  ot  the  war,  cur  treasury  was  suffered  to 
oecome  empty,  and  our  army  was  reduced  to  a 
met e skeleton.

surcs,  because  the  private  enemy  calls  them 
Conscription  / Conscription  ! Stc. 

In  our  choice  for  a President  we  must  take  v 
man  also,  of  sense  and  of energy.  I don't  mr:  r? 
that  kind  of  sense  merely  that  can  pen  a pret;* 
proclamation  or  message  ; but  that  species  * r 
sense  that  understands  the  interests  of  the  re- 
public  and  will  pursue  them— that  kind  <\t 
sense  which  is  not  to  be  duped  by  British  cun 
niog  and  office  hunting  intrigue.  Nor  do  T 
allude  to  that  kmd  of  energy  that  yields  to  the 
clamor  of  our  inveterate  enemy,  or  that  will 
abandon  to  the  fury  of  a military  mob  an  use- 
ful and  abl?  public  officer;  or  that  kind  of 
energy  which  throws  off  old  and  faithful  friends 
to  make  way  for  dubious  new  ones — 1 mean  an 
energy  the  reverse  of  the  kind  just  described — 
such  as  “ cannot  he  shaken  by  any  changes  of 
fortune  ” 

As  for  tip*  federal  party  they  stand  disgraced 
and  Condemned  before  their  country  for  their 
conduct  during  this  wav-  they  are  unworthy  of 
th»  counfry  which  heaven  permits  them  t » re 
side  in,  1 allude  not  to  the  rank  and  file  cf  the 
party  : my  remark  is  only  intended  to  apply  to 
their  representatives  in  Congress,  their  editors 
of  newspapers,  and  to  their  Coadjutors  in  the 
pulpit.  These  have  done  all  in  their  power  to 
prostrate  the  country,  by  opposing  their  own  ■ 
government  and  advocat  ing  that  of.  the  enemy, 
by  exciting  opposition  to  the  1 iws  and  re- 
hellion  against  their  own  government. 

I he  people  haver  thus  learned  by  the  war 
who  are  their  friends  and  who  are  their  ene 
mkrs.  It  become*  them  to  cherish  the  one  and
